Men can be 
resurrected—time cannot. Happiness can be recovered

Recently I found this bit of pathetic warning in 
A Treasury of the Familiar: “Lost, yesterday, some- 
where between sunrise and sunset, two golden hours, 
each set with sixty diamond minutes.

Paul believed that each year that passed should re- 
veal advancement in the Christian life. No fresh 
stream is still, it moves. From the Christian’s life 
should flow rivers of living water—if it stops it will 
become stagnant. The past year should have seen you 
endeavor new things, win new victories, acquire new 
zeal. Just as you are now 365 days nearer your meeting 
with Christ, so should you be 365 days nearer the 
stature of Christ. “Be forward a year ago.” Have you 
more faith than you had this time last year? Are you 
more patient than you were a year ago? Are you a bet- 
ter Christian? If not you are indictable—you have 
wasted a year! 

What is the purpose of a year? Is it not a step taken 
from eternity to lift a man higher toward God? Time 
is the bridge that connects the two eternities—it is for 
your use, and only by treading it wisely will you ever 
behold the face of God. Each year should find our 
actions motivated more and more by the will of God. 
If a year has found you no closer to Christlikeness you 
are either perfect already or dissolving back into the 
nothing-ness of sin.

What I, Our 
Hope for 1958

HAT CAN A PERSON hope for?” It is an 
W age-old question. It was the question raised 

by one of the most brilliant minds of world 
history, Kant, the renowned German philosopher. It is 
the question which has been asked by the multitudes 
of common people of every century throughout the 
world wherever man is found on habitable land. What- 
ever the past, it has been. The past may be tragic or 
glorious, but it is past and we cannot change it. What 
is, may be delightful, boring or unbearable. We may 
or may not be able to improve our lot. But the future 
is different. A disappointing past and a burdensome 
present cause one to hope for a better turn of affairs 
in the future. The intensity of our bitter present in- 
creases the desire for a better future. The future en- 
closes us like a dark, gray cloud, shutting out the view 
beyond the curtain of time. - 


What prospect shall greet us on the other side? Pov- 
erty, war or disease? Riches, peace or health? All is 
unknown. If nothing else, the future means death, and 
death confronts the dying with the possibility of at 
last meeting the mystery of the universe. The living 
who remain behind are engulfed with desire to see 
again those loved ones who have preceded them 
through the gray veil to the heavenly abode. As the 
cycle of life and the wheel of time carry us on toward 
yonder’s dark and impenetrable cloud, what can a per- 
son hope for? In an age of atomic and hydrogen force, 
in an age of intercontinental, ballistic missiles and 
satellites, it is an age of fear and trembling, with man 
standing on the circle of the earth peering into outer 
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space unable to fathom the depths of space or resolve 
the problems of his mundane environment. 

The struggle of the masses of 1957 in an uncertain 
world promises to carry over into the new year of 
1958 with no solution in view for the present or formu- 
la for peace spelled out for the future. President Eisen- 
hower upon his arrival in Paris called upon NATO 
nations to work together or lose their freedom to Red 
dictatorship in this perilous age. The Army’s leading 
rocket-missiles authorities testified that the United 
States might soon be eliminated from the race for 
control of outer space unless it produced a much more 
powerful rocket than any now being developed. It 
was further asserted by one of the scientists that he 
was firmly convinced the United States would be in 
mortal danger if Russia first gained control of outer 
space. The United States Chamber of Commerce fears 
coming recession as bad as 1949 and 1954 with unem- 
ployment possibly topping five million. The United 
Nations body passes motion on peace; however, Rus- 
sians vote for action, but says NATO group is dreaming 
up war. 


What can man hope for? Christianity is that bright 
and shining star of hope which casts its radiant gleam 
of light across the darkened pathway of man as he 
struggles on his homeward journey. Christianity is 
pre-eminently a religion of hope. One of the names 
of our God is the God of hope (Romans 15:13). “There- 
fore, we ... trust in the living God, who is the Saviour 
of all men,” 1 Timothy 4:10. The three cardinal gifts 
of the Holy Spirit as listed by Paul are faith, hope 
and love. There were numerous faiths in the world 
in the time of Christ and Paul. There are many faiths 
to be found in the world today. Man has never 
ceased to construct his religions and creeds, his faiths 
and dogmas. He has fashioned his gods and carved 
his goddesses. He has given his gold and silver in a 
ceaseless flow to build temple, mosque and church. 
But amidst all these creeds and religions, temples, 
gods and goddesses, burning incense and jeweled 
idols, there is no hope. 

The Bible teaches that outside Christianity there is 
no hope. The heathen and sinner are not only without 
God, without Christ and without the two covenants, 
but also without hope (Ephesians 2:12). Paganism, 
cultured or primitive, is despair. Classical paganism, 
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so’ we understand, was a creed without hope. To the 
contrary, a future hope is so much a part of Chris- 
tianity that Paul writes that without it the Christian 
of all men would be most miserable (1 Corinthians 
15:19). 

What can a man hope for in 1958? Nothing, unless 
he has God. What is life without hope? Nothing— 
a meaningless, drab, routine nothing. Hope is the an- 
chor of the soul which shall keep us in the time of 
storm, stress and struggle. “What manner of persons 
ought ye to be in all holy conversation and godliness, 
looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day 
of God,” 2 Peter 3:11, 12. “For the grace of God that 
bringeth salvation hath appeared to all men, teach- 
ing us that, denying ungodliness and worldly lusts, we 
should live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this 
present world; looking for that blessed hope, and the 
glorious appearing of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ,” Titus 2:11-13. Surely He is our hope and 
the only hope of the world. And so let us pray; even 
so come, Lord Jesus. Yes, do come, Lord Jesus, our 
hope. Amen.

The Publishing House has had a very successful 
year. In fact, 1957 has been the greatest sales year in 
its history. This has been because of the wonderful 
cooperation and response of the ministers and laity 
of our church. Too, we have enjoyed a very fine ac- 
tivity with peoples of other churches. Our service to 
our customers has been accelerated and so thoroughly 
analyzed until it has afforded us a year of minimum 
complaints. 


We here at the Publishing House are grateful to God 
for His blessings upon the publishing interests during 
the last year. We are not unaware of the faults and 
failures of the enterprise; however, we hasten to cor- 
rect any weakness of which we are conscious. 


The year of 1957 has been a year of enlargement. 


We have gone beyond the usual borders and promoted 
our interest toward the publishing field. We have 


A NEW YEAR IS HERE; the year of 1957 is 
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printed and published several books of consequence 
for companies other than our own. Our literature has 
enjoyed a very fine distribution and will continue to 
do so, we feel. I admit that we have been plagued 
with a continued price increase in most areas of man- 
ufacturing. These increases invariably must be passed 
to the consumer which is understood by most people. 
The national economy seems to affect our Publishing 
House, either good or bad, according to the national 
trend. It is impossible to alienate our operation from 
this national economy. 


Through any difficulty which we might have had, 
we have gone with a thankful heart and do glorify 
God for all the blessings which have been bestowed 
upon our business interests. 


Our anticipations for 1958 are great, and I look for- 
ward with enthusiasm and expectation toward an 
even greater year than we have ever experienced. The 
quality of our Sunday School literature, periodicals 
and other materials is such that we can afford to 
promote them this coming year with greater zeal than 
ever. Our editors are doing a very fine job for us in 
this area, thereby making it easier for us to introduce 
our materials. The year behind us suggests that the 
year ahead will be filled with quickly moving events; 
some to our liking and others not; some working in 
accord with plans arranged by us and our friends, 
others taking us by breath-taking surprise: 


As our entire church program enlarges, the demand 
upon our Publishing House is greater. We are pre- 
paring ourselves to meet the challenge. Though we 
feel that the Publishing House has rendered satis- 
factory service during the past, this will not keep us 
from strengthening our program of service for 1958. 


There will be problems in service, but these are not 
insurmountable. The law of averages says there will 
be errors and mistakes; however, the Publishing House 
employees are most anxious to be at their best and to 
give service that is unsurpassed by anyone. 


Probably, prices will continue to increase in some 
areas; however, I do feel that the economy has leveled 
off enough at this point that for the next few months 
there will be no sizable changes in our price structure. 
I predict, however, that the last part of 1958 will see 
a price increase in the national cost index. The print- 
ing business, although this is a religious publishing 
house, is not immune to this index. Therefore, we 
shall have to share it as best we can and thank God 
that it is as well as it is. I believe we can look forward 
with courage and hope that God will continue to bless 
the endeavors of the Publishing House. I have faith 
in the Church of God and its constituency and believe 
that God will give His guidance and direction to our 
entire publishing interests.

Missions Progress 
and P. rogram 
for 1957 and 1958

HE POLICIES OF the Church of God Foreign 

Missions program are fixed by the Missions 

Board and their alterations have been few. We 
feel that these policies have brought gratifying results, 
as the missions work now extends into fifty-six coun- 
tries and many islands. 

In the 1957-58 budget there is a marked decrease in 
appropriations for buildings. This slack is taken up by 
an energetic program in the respective fields them- 
selves and this retarding of appropriations for build- 
ings is augmenting other phases of the work. 

To give precise figures at this time would be dif- 
ficult, because of the remoteness of acquiring up-to- 
the-minute data, but the regular reports for 1957 
showed a substantial increase in all departments, some 
more than others. The established principles and pol- 
icies that are bringing about these gratifying develop- 
ments constitute the platform on which the continued 
world missions efforts will be augmented for 1958. 


(1) We have sent out a few new missionaries this 
year and have provided replacements in some in- 
stances, thus increasing the staff and efforts in 
world evangelism. 

(2) The constitutional membership outside the 
United States and Canada now embraces approximate- 
ly 140,000 with reports of constant revivals from many 
countries; for example, in Holland thirty received the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit in one service where Walter 
Lauster ministered. Such remarkable reports come 
from Barbados, Argentina, Africa and other lands. 


(3) Our increase in Bible schools in the past twelve 
months is remarkable. They now number thirty-nine. 
In one instance, in Saenz Pena, North Argentina, we 
were given a large tract of land with a six-room, 
one-story building which can easily be increased to 
handle a sizeable student body at a small cost. Bible 
schools hold high priority, and there are 780 students 
in attendance. 


(4) The sixty elementary schools are caring for 
approximately 3,000 students that are taught to read 


and write and the basic principles of the Holy Scrip- 


tures. 

(5) The literature for the lost program has been 
augmented, especially since we have our printing 
presses in Germany, India and our large new plant in 
San Antonio, Texas, which prints the literature for 


the Latin American countries. There is a semblance 2 s 








of various types of gospel propagation on the printed 
page in nine different languages. The printing is done 
either locally in the respective countries or by the 
missionaries on mimeograph. We are only touching the 
surface in this most needy field, but we are growing. 

(6) The indigenous or self-reliant church is the 
ultimate of our world missions program. The system 
of organization varies slightly in each country, in 
accordance with its traditions and nationalism. This 
advance is protected by proper registration and in- 
corporation of our doctrines, tenets, and teachings. 

(a) District and provincial conventions are new, 
and are adding momentum to the program of 
the churches. 

(b) Camp meetings and national conventions 
are also finding a place in many countries of 
the world missions program. 

(c) Youth and Sunday School organizations are 
constantly on the increase, and added emphasis 
is given to the reporting system as our work 
grows. 

(7) American and Canadian missionaries of the 
Church of God number 100. To some this small num- 
ber would appear to show a weakness, but in reality 
the quality of missionaries with experience in in- 
doctrinating the nationals, setting up Bible schools, 
organizing the work, bespeaks strength because we do 
not send missionaries out to pastor churches. Two 
such couples are in the entire movement. In one in- 
stance the church is completely self-reliant and gives 
him full support, and with this duty he also serves 
as island youth director. In the other instance the 
missionary is the island youth director, has a regular 
radio program, and is head of our educational de- 
partment. The nationals must carry on their own 
work to bring about God’s plan of self-sustaining 
indigenous Churches of God where these principles 
aye taught. 

Thus, 1958 bespeaks another year of progress.

It is won- 
derful to know that we have persons on our faculty 
who are dedicating their lives to God in order to help 
others learn to live happier lives. 


Lee College is a part of the Church, and we want to 
make the Church better by being a part of it. We are 
training our youth in the Christian principles as well 
as the actual practice of working for the Church. Our 
youth are being trained to be better ministers, choir 
directors, missionaries, and lay members. While they 
are in school, they are participating in these activities 
in the nearby churches. 


A wide variety of programs is needed to prepare 
ministers, teachers, executives, craftsmen, and other 
professional and technical persons on whom the future 
economic and cultural development of our society de- 
pends. Lee is striving to present a well-balanced pro- 
gram to meet the needs of our people. 


The faculty members at Lee are well-trained for 
their duties, and we are trying to help others to be- 
come teachers as well as ministers. This spring we 
will have two persons graduating from the four-year 
Liberal Arts College. It is very encouraging to us for 
the George Peabody College for Teachers to allow our 
students to enter their graduate school in Liberal 
Arts after finishing our four-year program. Setting 
up a four-year Liberal Arts program will require time; 
but, indeed, we can see God helping us in our plans. 


Lee College is proud of the contributions made in 
the field of education. The four-year Bible College has 
been graduating students for a number of years. Good 
reports have come from the graduates of this division. 
A recent survey made of the students that have 
finished the Junior College division and transferred to 
other colleges and universities now reveals that the 
majority of our students have made an excellent rec- 
ord. This speaks well for our program and our school. 
Our high school is in the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools and is accredited by 
the Tennessee State Department of Education. We are 
thankful for the contribution this department in mak- 
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ing to the progress of the Church and to the edu- 
cational field. 

It is certainly a pleasure to work with such capable 
and conscientious men as we have on our Board of 
Directors and our Executive Committee. They are 
aware of our problems and are endeavoring to do 
everything possible in order to help us make Lee Col- 
lege “God’s School for God’s Business.”

In the fall of 1958 the National Sunday School and
